C. Y. Martin of Santa Ana, father of 
Glenn Martin, the aviator, as yet has 
received no word as to what effect the

plans. 
When 
Glenn Martin left Santa Ana the lat­ 
ter part of June he expected to re­ 
main in the Last until after the big 
Chicago meet. He flew in the Boston 
meet that commenced on July 30 and 
ended on July 
4. 
Participation 
in 
that meet caused 
Martin, 
Beachey 
and several other aviators to be put 
under the ban by the Aero Club of 
America because the meet was not li­ 
censed by the Aero Club. 
Concerning Martin’s flying at Bos­ 
ton, the Boston Globe said: 
“The most perfect gliding at this 
meet is done by Glenn L. Martin. He 
has a machine that will almost stand 
still In the air, so perfectly is it bal­ 
anced. 
Behind the machine, however, 
is one of the mo^t skillful aviators in 
the country. He has glided without 
power, a distance of four and a half 
miles. This comes pretty near being 
perfect sustenance. 
Ile built the ma­ 
chine himself and the United States 
government has just purchased a sim­ 
ilar one from? him.” 
According to the 'Boston Herald, 
the Boston meqt wan a failure finan­ 
cially, the management going $2f>,000 
in the hole. Miss Scott got all of her 
guarantee money, and 
Martin 
got 
nearly all of his. Most of the aviators 
had to leave with twenty or twenty- 
five per cent of their money. The av­ 
iators declared that they were misled 
into signing contracts to enter the 
meet on the understanding that It 
was to be under the auspices of the 
Aero Club of America. "

This will cause some loss to farm­ 
ers, hut not so great a loss as during 
former years when 
potatoes were 
high and crops were small.

crop and the low prices that potatoes 
have reached in 
this 
m arket, 
the 
farmers would 
really 
have 
saved 
money by leaving the potatoes in the 
ground, even if the damage to the 
crop had not come. 
The present blight of 
the 
potato 
crop is therefore not to be regarded 
in the least as a calamity, but merely 
a providential Intervention In a con 
geated crop situation that will, In the 
end. be beneficial.

declared them the largest bergs 
he 
bed seen, though he has orossed the 
Atlantic several times. 
Officers alto passengers 
described 
the largest berg as similar to the on* 
which sent the Titanic and her 1634 
passengers and crew to the bottom.
